Workman will also serve as 
building assessment coordina¬ 
tor for the elementary school, 
handling assessment materi¬ 
als at the building level, along 
with additional duties that fall 
under the DPP umbrella. 
Jennifer Ward will remain 


in her position as elementary 
principal. She will now also 
have the title of director of 
teaching and learning for the 
district. 

Lesley Mills, who has 
served as assistant principal 
for both schools, will now be 
the 7-12 assistant and building 
assessment coordinator for 
those grades. She will contin¬ 
ue as the athletic director and 
concessions coordinator and 
perform duties related to safe 
schools.

Police chief responds 

Dear Editor, 

1 usually do not respond to letters to the editor, 
In fart, I believe 1 have only responded to one letter 
in my nearly 20 years in Dawson Springs. However, 
occasionally a letter is submitted that distorts the 
forts to a point that the general public deserves Lo 
know the truth. It is easy to express opinions when 
the internal operations and “real life” events are 
unknown to the author. 

In response to a letter submitted by Elizabeth 
Halverson that appeared in The Progress dated July 
9, 2014, T Lake offense to some statements made about 
the police department and the city in general. 

The city placed “no loitering” signs the park for a 
reason, [loitering is defined as: lo remain in a place 
with no legitimate purpose, to wander aimlessly... 

Vandalism had grown to a point that we were 
spending a large percentage of our time replac¬ 
ing broken items, picking up garbage, and making 
unnecessary repairs. The toilets, sinks, and lights 
in the restrooms were constantly broken. Trash was 
scattered across the park and trash cans were turned 
over. Electrical boxes were destroyed, fences torn 
down, and the gazebo damaged lo the point it nearly 
fell down and had Large holes in the roof. In addition, 
we (police) had to chaperone the cross country team 
as they practiced in the park due to lewd comments 
being made to them. Vehicles were driven in the 
pavilion and gazebo, leaving tire marks. There were 
signs of drug use and sexual activities across the 
park. 

Citizens could not use the gazebo and pavilion due 
to people loitering in them. In the event they actu¬ 
ally got to use one, the picnic tables were damaged 
beyond the point of legitimate use, and there was no 
lighting or electrical service. They often had to listen 
to obscene comments from others around, 

Since the “no loitering" policy was implemented, 
we have had mostly positive comments. The negative 
comments were mostly from those who loitered in 
the park. 1 have seen an increased use in the facilities 
for family gatherings and iwrties. The vandalism has 
decreased to a small portion of what it was, except 
that a “no loitering” sign was spray painted. 

We encourage ijeople to use the park. We have 
never told anyone they could not play basketball, 
baseball, tennis, or use the playground. We have told 
people they cannot loiter until they see the police and 
claim they were “resting" from playing a sport. We 
watch, from a distance, and know how long a person 
is there before we enforce the no loitering policy. 

The Dawson Springs Police Department has only 
four officers to cover the city of Dawson Springs 24 
hours per day. This allows one officer per shift with a 
short overlap one day per week. Other overlaps occur 
at shift change or in the case of call outs. 

In reference hi "knowing” who is up to no good, 
perhaps we can gain some assistance in making 
this decision, in my 23 plus years of policing, 1 have 
learned that criminal acts are committed by all 
socioeconomic classes. Stating that a person is “up to 
no good” based on appearance, past history, or fam¬ 
ily status is stereotyping and is illegal. We treat all 
people the same. It would be difficult, not to mention 
discriminatory to ask “those we suspect are up to no 
good" to leave and allow others to remain in the same 
area because we "think" they are “good kids.” 

In reference to “there isn’t much going on in 
Dawson Springs” this is apparently a sheltered 
opinion, We are extremely busy for a small town, 
With primarily one officer on duty at a time, we have 
to prioritize calls. With paperwork and the required 
investigative practices, calls for service, and law 
enforcement services, there is little free time. Some 
shifts are busier than others, usually with after¬ 
noons being the worst. Our work load has doubled 
in the last five years, and our department size was 
reduced by one officer and we lost our 24 hour dis¬ 
patch, We are the only town that provides 24 hour on 
duty police with only 4 officers. In Fact, 1 believe there 
are no 24 hour on duty police forces with f> offieers. 

In reference to the “failure to respond," 1 am sure 
our accuser is aware that we were on an emergency 
call when the alleged drug itaraphernalia was found. 
Since the alleged drug paraphernalia was presumed 
to have been located by a responsible adult, we 
thought is was safe from children until we could 
arrive. When the officer responded after clearing the 
emergency call, no one in the park made any effort 
to make contact with him, leading him to believe the 
complainant was no longer there. In addition, there 
was a shift change in dispatch during this time. Com¬ 
munications were handicapped, as they are when 
you do not have a 24 hour dispatch. 

We are aware of the criminal activity in the park, 
In a recent drug sting, a large percentage of the drug 
transactions look place in the park. Since the incep¬ 
tion of the “no loitering" policy, that activity has 
decreased in the park. Unfortunately it is impossible 
to eliminate criminal activity 

We make several trips through the park each day 
The problem is that we can be seen from any direc¬ 
tion we choose lo enter from. In past experiences, 
people involved in criminal activities generally stop 
their actions when the police are known to be com- 
ing. 

We do watch from a distance with binoculars to 

catch criminal actions, hut our resources arc limited 


with only one officer on duty We are aware of illegal 
activities in the park, from drug activity to loiter¬ 
ing, to vandalism, to a huge parking problem when 
people ignore the “no parking" and "handicap park¬ 
ing" signs and park where they please for their con¬ 
venience. With limited resources, we do the best we 
can and prioritize our calls. I believe cameras would 
assist in further reducing the crime and vandalism 
rate even further, but that is a costly avenue to travel 

Perhaps some of the people in the park who can 
see what is going on can document their observations 
through photographs- If wo can gain a photograph 
and a written statement from the person who viewed 
the crime, then a complaint can be presented to the 
prosecuting attorney for the appropriate charges. Of 
course, the complainant would then face the possibil¬ 
ity of going to court and facing the accused. 

The city of Dawson Springs strives to maintain all 
city properly 1 think it is unfair to say that Riverside 
Park gets more attention than the city park. In the 
summertime, one public works employee is basically 
assigned to the city park. 

We just finished a walking trail extension grant 
and mulch grant and have grants approved and 
waiting to renovate the large baseball field, repave 
and widen the walking trail, and build an additional 
playground. Since I have been in Dawson Springs, 
we have built a swimming pool, built a concession 
stand, built a playground, and added a pavilion in 
the city i>ark. In addition, the gazebo was recently 
renovated, and the basketball and tennis courts 
were re-worked. 

1 am sure there is a lot of work that needs to he 
done in the city park, as well as other city properties, 
Our public works department is extremely over¬ 
worked, and our budgets are light. 

We appreciate volunteers who donate their time to 
the city and its citizens, especially our youth. There 
is always room for improvement. Perhaps the volun¬ 
teers could get together and help renovate the dug 
outs, clean some ditches, and work on the fields, 1 am 
sure the help would he appreciated.

Princeton Police Chief* Shoots, 
Kills Alleged Bank Robber 


James E, Hamm, 67, of Princ¬ 
eton, was killed during an alleged 
attempt to rob Planters Bank on 
North Jefferson Street in Prince¬ 
ton, The incident occurred short¬ 
ly after the bank opened for bust 
ness Friday, 

According to Kentucky State 
Police, Hamm entered the bank 
wearing a stocking over his face. 
He was armed with a handgun. 
Princeton Police Chief Don Weed- 
man, who was in the bank at the 
time, confronted 1 lamm, instruct¬ 
ing him to relinquish his weapon. 
Hamm ignored Woodman's com¬ 
mands. turned toward the chief 
and discharged his weapon. 

Weed man returned (ire and 
struck Hamm, fatally wounding 


him. Hamm was pronounced dead 
at the scene by Caldwell County 
Coroner Dewayne TraJToid. 

Preliminary results of an 
autopsy performed at the Shite 
Medical Examiner’s Office in 
Madisonville indicate Hamm 
died of multiple gunshot wounds. 
Woodman was not injured, nor 
wore any of the employees or cus¬ 
tomers in the bank during the in¬ 
cident. 

Woodman has been placed on 
paid administrative leave. 

The same bank was robbed two 
days earlier. It is not yet known 
whether Hamm was involved 
in that robbery KSP Sgt, Derek 
Smith is continuing the investiga¬ 
tion.

Major Kentucky providers not on board with SEC Network

There could be a lot of blue 
Kentucky fans come the mid¬ 
dle of August. 

Their basketball team will 
be on a "Big Blue Bahamas" 
exhibition tour, and some of 
the games will be the first live 
events shown oil the SEC Net¬ 
work. 

But if current negotiations 
don't budge, most fans in Ken¬ 
tucky won’t be able to see the 
games on the new network, 
Fans also might not be able to 
watch the Cats’ football sea¬ 
son opener two weeks later at 
Commonwealth Stadium. And 
those are just the games that 
will be missed in the short 
term. 

The SBC Network has 
announced deals with AT&T 
11-verse, Cox, Dish Network 
and Google Fiber, but major 
statewide providers such as 
Time Warner Cable and Direc¬ 
TV are noton board yet. 

The University of Kentucky 
has let ESPN do its negotiat¬ 
ing, but the school and league 
are encouraging fans to take 
action before the team Hies to 
the white sandy beaches. 

“They’re optimistic they 
can still get a deal done before 
launch,” UK Athletics spokes¬ 
man Do Way no Pecvy said, not¬ 
ing lhaL the games will not 


be shown on the school’s Web 
site. 

“I think that was a big fac¬ 
tor of them being willing to 
go broadcast our basketball 
games in the Bahamas.” 

The Southeastern Confer¬ 
ence, which said it’s having 
“productive conversations” 
with holdout cable and satel¬ 
lite providers, said UK’s fans 
might be able to help the nego¬ 
tiations along. 

"Given the rabid interest 
in basketball in the state of 
Kentucky and the fans of Ken¬ 
tucky, it’s good content for the 
network,” said Charlie Hussey 
an associate commissioner 
for network relations. “Hope¬ 
fully Kentucky fans will have 
access to that and be able to 
watch the Cats play those exhi¬ 
bition games" 

[JK and the league are 
advising fans to go to GetSEC- 
Network.com, a one-stop site 
to make requests lo their local 
providers, tlussey said fans 
can also call their own provid¬ 
ers or write on their hills that 
they want the SEC Network 
added. 

To move fans to action, 
GetSECNetwork.com has a 
running countdown dock for 
when the network will launch. 
There’s also a chart showing 
SEC schools that have been 
most vocal in demanding the 
network in their area. 


As or Friday UK was lied 
for third with Tennessee 
and Auburn with 9 percent 
expressing their desires to 
their providers, Alabama and 
Texas A&M fans expressed the 
highest demand. 

When contacted by the 
Herald-Leader, Time Warner 
Cable spokesman Mike Hogan 
said; “i can’t speculate at this 
t»oint if we will carry the SEC 
Network. We’ve had discus¬ 
sions, but we don’t have an 
agreement at this time" 

On iLs Web site, DireclTV 
argued that people with no 
interest in si>orts “should not 
Iw? forced to pay a huge premi¬ 
um for something they don’t 
care to watch 

“No mailer who provides 
your TV service, the relent¬ 
lessly rising price of sports 
has already caused everyone’s 
bill for basic TV to more than 
double over the past decade,” 
it continued. 

Various reports have said 
the SEC Network is charging 
$1.30 a month per customer in 
SEC markets, 

DircctTV spokesman Rob¬ 
ert Mercer reiterated that 
message to the Herald-Leader 
on Thursday, noting that his 
company “hopes to be able to 
provide it as soon as we pos¬ 
sibly can. 

“We are working coopera¬ 
tively to ensure that everyone 


can still see ibeir favorite SEC 
team play at the most rea¬ 
sonable value to all SEC fans 
and the rest of our customers 
throughout the Southeast.” 

But DircctTV noted that 
viewers should have a choice, 
that fans should have access 
to tho games they want and 
viewers with no sports inter¬ 
est shouldn’t have to pay for 
what they don’t want. 

The SEC spokesman said 
the conversations have been 
productive overall, 

“We’re optimistic we’ll 
have more opportunities and 
announcements here soon.” 
Hussey said. 

The arrival of the SEC Net¬ 
work changes the look of the 
local TV landscape slightly 
The major national net¬ 
works still will get their pick 
of University of Kentucky 
games — which include most 
men’s basketball games and 
many football games — and 
they will be shown on those 


stations as always. 

Lower-level contests like 
exhibitions and games that 
are not picked up by the major 
networks will not be available 
to viewers on some local sta¬ 
tions as in previous years. So, 
if you don’t have the SEC Net¬ 
work, you won’t be able to see 
those games. 

In fact, UK officials have 
kept the men’s haskethail exhi¬ 
bition times for games against 
Georgetown and Pikeville as 
“TBA," providing some flex¬ 
ibility to have them televised 
on the SEC Network. 

Any games that previously 
were shown on the UK/IMG 
Network, like a handful of 
women’s basketball games or 
several baseball games, are 
now owned by the SEC Net¬ 
work, UK Athletics spokesman 
DeWayne Pieevy explained. 

The Kentucky coaches’ 
shows are the only TV inven¬ 
tory that will remain with the 
UK/IMG Network.

Want good fishing, carefree boating: leave bananas at home

A dose friend prepared Lo hoard 
a charter boat with his family for a 
fishing excursion while on m d Florida 
vacation yea rs ago. His mother brought 
along some bananas for a between meal 
snack. 

The captain of the boat adamantly 
said those bananas were not coming on 
his boat My friend's mother, perplexed, 
offered mild protest. The captain told 
her: “Put them on that hook over them 
Believe me; they'll be here when you 
get back." 

The presence or consumption of 
bananas is universally regarded as 
inviting terrible luck to a boating or 
fishing trip, especially among captains 
of charter fishing boats. The origin of 
this superstition begins with the sea, 
often a dangerous, mysterious place. 

Any of us who’ve experienced boat 
trouble knows the unique feeling of 
helplessness of drifting in the wind 
on a boat w ith a dead motor, hoping 
someone comes by and tows you hack 
to the ramp. 

This kind of atmosphere is ripe for breeding 
superstition. People emotionally invested in an 
outcome, but powerless to affect it, such as a bail 
game, horse race or making a fish bite, bond toward 
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Bananas or banana associated food stuffs or products are considered bad! lude for boating 
and! fishing. The origin of this superstition has many causes. 


superstition. Being in a broken down boat without the 
knowledge or tools to fix it is a similar feeling, 

Bass tournament anglers put bananas on board their 
competitors boats to gel their goat (a horse racing term 
originating from taking the favored pet goat of another 
horse to throw r off their performance before a race). In 
some parts of the United Slates, tournament anglers 
refer to bananas as money pickles. Some believe the oil 
from banana peels repels fish. 

Theories abound as to the origin of this powerful 
superstition. Banana boats held the reputation for 
being cheaply constructed, top heavy and overpowered 
for speed. They needed the bananas on the market as 
quickly as possible to avoid spoilage. 

When one of these boats wrecked and sank, a 
common occurrence, the bananas in the hold would 
float to the surface, leaving a debris field of nothing but 
bananas. People saw this as a bad sign and associated 
bananas with had luck. 

In one wreck off the coast of AtLanticCity New Jersey 


in 19Cft> The Brighton ran aground; forcing tho crew 
to dump 26 T 000 hunches of bananas overboard. They 
washed up on Atlantic City Beach and enterprising 
locals scooped thorn up and sold thorn on the strects. 

Banamas grow in the tropical regions of Central 
and South America and often brought along unwanted 
travelers with them, mainly snakes and spiders. Sa ilors 
in these regions brought bananas aboard Llteir ships to 
eat during long voyages across the sea. 

Eventually tho unwanted travelers escaped from 
the bananas and the ship grew infested with inseds, 
spiders or snakes, some of them poisonous. The crew 
associated the pests with bananas and they became bad 
luck. Sh ip capta i ns also abetted Lh is belief by spread mg 
rumors of bananas being bad luck so the crew wouldn't 
bring the bananas and, therefore tho pests, aboard. 

Pulton, Kentucky contained the major ice plant 
on the railroad between Mow Orleans and Chicago. 
Banana shipments by rail received 162-pound blocks 
of ice al Pul ion, Bushing out tarantulas and snakes 
from the bananas, inciting fear and provoking the ire 
of workers. 

Discarded banana peels powered many pranks on 
old cartoons, but crew mounters on ships did slip on 


Abo, bananas ripen quicker than other fruits and give 
off ethylene gas during this process. This gas 
causes other fruits near the bananas to ripen 
faster as well, leading to spoiled fruit and 
another black mark against bananas. 

In ancient Hawaiian lore, legend says men 
in dugout canoes w r ent on fishing excursions 
last! ng weeks at a Li me. They brought bananas 
with them to eat and by the time they spoiled, 
the fishermen arrived in productive fishing 
waters. The fish would start biting after the 
bananas spoiled. Therefore, bananas brought 
ted luck tor fishing. 

The superstition is so pervasive that 
anything associated with bananas such as 
clothing or sunscreen with the won! banana 
_ in the name T banana nut bread or banana 
muffins carries bad luck. Some anglers 
and ship captains will throw any of these 
offending items overboard i f discovered. 

This line of thought even extends to a line 
of underwear with fruits as part of its logo. 
Slories circulate of underwear puller! up 
above the pants line by an enraged angler or 
ship captain, a kntfe pulled, and tho offend ing 
label cut off after discovery of an occupant 
wearing this brand. Although a banana isn’t 
part of tho company logo, the i#>tential of 
these make believe fruiLs mixing with make 
believe bananas is enough to draw offense. 

Enjoy bananas, banana nut broad, banana muffins 
or banana-flavored lip balm in the comfort of your 
home. Just don’t bring them boating or fishing.

Hunter Education certification is in addition 
to appropriate license and permit requirements.

The Kentucky Stale 
Police will conduct their 
summer marijuana 
sweep, with helicopter 
flights being planned for 
every post district across 
Ken lucky. 

While KSP officials 
plan to visit every coun¬ 
ty during the eradication 
sweep, the amount of 
time spent in each coun¬ 
ty will depend on how 
much marijuana is found 
in the initial flyover, KSP 
officials said. 

"In Eastern Kentucky, 
we’ll fly 10 to 12 weeks 
this summer,” said 
Trooper Paul Blanton, a 
KSP public affairs offi¬ 
cer. In that area, KSP’s 
marijuana eradication 
team searches in areas 
such as national forests, 
Blanton said. 

Western Kentucky 
counties will also he 
flown as part of the sum¬ 
mer program, Blanton 
said. "Each posl area, 
and each county in the 
post area, will be flown, 
but the amount of time 
given to any specific 
area will depend on how 


much marijuana is found 
on the ground,” he said. 
“If a helicopter spends 
one day living one coun¬ 
ty or three hours flying 
one county, and they find 
nothing, they'll move 
on,” 

Trooper Corey King, 
public information offi¬ 
cer for KSP’s Henderson 
post, said post officials 
expect to have a few days 
of flying time this sum¬ 
mer, The helicopter crew 
will coordinate with 
trooix>rs on the ground. 
When marijuana is spot¬ 
ted, the helicopter will 
direci the ground team to 
the site, where the mari¬ 
juana is collected for 
destruction. 

When he served on 
KSP’s eradication team, 
troopers sometimes 
found more than mari¬ 
juana, King said. 

"When I was on Ihe 
team years ago, you 
would find marijuana, 
but you’d also stumble 
across other things, like 
meth labs,” King said. 

The eradication flights 
have been successful and 
have even driven some 
marijuana growers to 
flee, King said. 


Postal Processing Center 
Will Close At Padncali

Paducah's Postal Ser¬ 
vice processing center 
again races closure. 

The US. Postal Service 
released a list June 30 of 
80 processing sites nation¬ 
wide to be dosed begin¬ 
ning in January, and two 
additional sites that are 
tentatively considered for 
closure. Processing at the 
listed locations, which 
includes Paducah, Camp- 
ton and Lexington in Ken¬ 
tucky, will be consolidated 
with other centers. 

Gerl McKinney, vice 
president of Paducah’s 
American Postal Work¬ 
ers Union Local 2500, 
said the closure con hi 
cost 35 to 40 jobs at the 
Paducah location. 

The closures come 
after a 2011 announce¬ 
ment by the Postal Ser¬ 
vice that about 250 mail 
processing sites across 
the country would be 
studied for possible con¬ 
solidation as the Postal 
Service tries to stem 
staggering losses. 

Paducah's processing 


center, located within 
the same building of the 
downtown post office, 
received notice in 2012 
that its processing center 
would close and consoli¬ 
date with the Evansville, 
lnd., center, possibly by 
the end of that year. Clo¬ 
sure plans were delayed, 
however, because of a 
request by federal legis¬ 
lators for time to propose 
a system overhaul. 

The Postal Service 
proceeded with closures, 
and Paducah’s local 
union was later told the 
site was slated for a Feb. 
8, 2014, closure. 

McKinney said, how¬ 
ever, the Postal Service 
didn’t lake any steps to 
prepare the center for the 
expected February closure 
dale. Later that month, he 
said, he heard the Postal 
Service had cancelled 
Paducah’s closing. 

“But we have never 
received official notifica¬ 
tion lhal we were off the 
closing list so to speak 
... the Postal Service is 
kind of playing fast and 
loose with the rules right 
now,” he said.

Here's the Shinny on Artificial Sweeteners 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I have questions 
regarding sugar substitutes. I have 
come to the overwhelming conclusion 
LhaL sugar is a poison to the human 
body. However, I have never read any 
information regarding the safety of 
sugar substitutes. My questions are: 
Are they harmless to our bodies; are 
some safer than others; and do any 
benefits exist in using some over oth¬ 
ers? - JR K B 

ANSWER: While I think the term 
“poison” is loo strong, I agree that 
excess sugar is unhealthy and con¬ 
tributes to both Type 2 diabetes and to 
obesity. Natural sugars, such as from 
whole fruits, appear to be treated dif¬ 
ferently in the body from added sugars, 
such as those in soft drinks, sports 
drinks and energy drinks. 

Your question is about sugar substi¬ 
tutes, and there are many There's no 
way to comprehensively cover them all, 
but let me talk about the different types, 

Artificial sweeieners include aspar¬ 
tame (Equal, NutraSweet), saccharin 
(Sweet'N Low), sucralo&e (Splenda) and 
others. Most experts agree that these 
are safe in reasonable doses, but some 
people may have unpleasant reactions 
to any of them. Aspartame and saccha¬ 
rin have been linked to cancer in labora¬ 
tory animals, but never in humans. 

The natural sweetener Stevia also is 
generally well-tolerated and safe. 

Sugar alcohols, such as sorbitol, xyli- 
tol and mannitol, raise blood sugars 
somewhat and often cause cramping, gas 
and diarrhea if taken in large quantities 
or hy people sensitive to their effects. 

So, while all are generally safe, any 
can cause side effects, 1 don't recom¬ 
mend any of them above the others, 
though I have seen reactions to sugar 
alcohols most frequently 


nosed with l lolmes-Adie syndrome. 1 can¬ 
not find much information on this syn¬ 
drome other than that it is rare, caused 
by a virus or bacteria and affects the 
autonomic nervous system. Whal is the 
autonomic nervous system? Can you pro¬ 
vide any information on this condition, if 
it will progress and what lo expect? What 
kind of doctor treats it? - N.W 

ANSWER: The Adic pupil, also called 
Adie’s tonic pupil, is found when the 
eye loses part of its nerve supply This 
causes one pupil to be bigger than the 
other during light exposure buL smaller 
than the other when looking at objects 
close up. An Adic’s pupil usually occurs 
without other problems in the auto¬ 
nomic nervous system, but it can occur 
alongside other problems, such as Ross 
syndrome, where the Adie pupil is asso¬ 
ciated with abnormal reflexes and par¬ 
tial loss of sweating. Syphilis causes a 
similar pupil, hut oil both sides, in which 
case a test for syphilis should be done. 
An oyc doctor can help fit si>ooial 
glasses with one lens that's differ¬ 
ent from the other to help correct the 
vision issues that may occur. Fortu¬ 
nately, most cases do not progress.

one extra point, making 
an A. 5.0; B, 4.0, etc. The 
GPA is calculated by add¬ 
ing all the points togeth¬ 
er and dividing the total 
by the number of credits 
earned during the year. 
Pluses and minuses are 
not taken into account, 
so an A- and an A+ are 
both worth 4.0 points.
